This is in response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request seeking a copy of 
civilian casualty assessments pertaining to the ten strikes covered in the United States Central 
Command (USCENTCOM)news releases dated, 15 Jan 2016 and 22 Jan 2016. The referenced 
USCENTCOM news releases indicated the following 10 strikes: (1) 12 Apr 15; (2) 11 Jun 15; 

(3) 19 Jun 15; (4) 29 Jun 15; (5) 4 Jul 15; (6) 4 Jul 15; (7) 7 Jul 15; (8) 8 Jul 15; (9) 11 Jul 15; 
and (10) 17 Jul 15. 

USCENTCOM conducted a thorough good faith search and located 46 pages. After 
reviewing the records, I am withholding nine pages in their entirety and partially releasing 37 
pages to you. The withheld information is exempt from release pursuant to 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(1), 
applying Executive Order (E.O.) 13526, Classified National Security Information, sections 1.4(a) 
military plans, weapons systems, or operations; 1.4(b) foreign government information; 1.4(c) 
intelligence activities, sources or methods; and 1.4(g) vulnerabilities or capabilities of systems 
relating to the national security or defense against terrorism. Additional information is withheld 
pursuant to 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(3) as it relates to 10 U.S.C. § 130b personnel in overseas, sensitive 
or routinely deployable units; and (b)(6) personal privacy interests. 

Accordingly, in my capacity as the Initial Denial Authority for FOIA, by withholding this 
information, I am partially denying your request under FOIA. No allowable fees could be 
charged for this request pursuant to DoD Manual 5400.07. For any further assistance and to 
discuss any aspect of your request, you have the right to contact the Office of the Deputy Chief 
Management Officer, Directorate for Oversight and Compliance, The Transparency Office, FOIA 
Public Liaison (Mr. James Hogan) at OSD.FOIA-APPEAL@mail.mil.

Please see below for a possible CIVCAS that occurred 29 June, 23 km NW of Haditha, IZ. 

DETAILS: At 1202Z 29 JUN 15, CJTF-OIR conducted a dynamic strike on an ISIL supply vehicle 23km 
NW of Haditha, IZ by DEMISE 80 (MQ-1 US) using lx AGM-114 resulting in lx vehicle destroyed. After 
DEMISE 80 engaged the target and 2 seconds prior to Hellfire impact, a car slowed in front of the ISIL 
vehicle and a motorcycle simultaneously passed by the ISIL vehicle. The target vehicle was destroyed in 
the strike with multiple secondary explosions observed from the bed of the resupply vehicle. The target 
vehicle was loaded with ammunition crates and possible mortar tube/rockets. 

PRELIMINARY INDICATIONS: This possible CIVCAS correlates with dynamic strike #4940 at 1202Z 29 
JUN 15. Initial post-strike BDA visuals indicate a strong likelihood that the vehicle in front of the ISIL 
vehicle and the motorcycle beside the ISIL vehicle were also impacted in the strike. 

WAY AHEAD: CJFLCC-I will conduct Credibility Assessment per CJTF SOP and IAW CENTCOM 
CIVCAS policy. CJTF-OIR and CENTCOM JOC will continue to monitor and report.
